NANAIMO ELECTION. 



The election in Ibis flourisbiiig oons;itiiancy 
it 13 presumed will comii.cncc on Mc-uitty 
Dext — al least the nomination is not iilicly to 
come offaooDer. Originally there wus but one 
vota in this dfairiet, ^nd. lbst we.belioye was 
cast by proxy. It was easy in those days to 
return a member, for whoever got thnt vote 
was sure of [lo opposition. 'I'iie cimlidates 
who had the honor of being elected by a con- 
Bliluency of one were Dr. Kennedy. .). (i. 
Jfanrslon, and Capl. Swnnaon. Of thesu three 
only the first named ever took his seat. The 
others deolinod the honor. NexTcame A.il. 
Green. Esq., who'woa elected without a con- 
tost, and served out' only a 'part ol hia term. 
-Mr. D. li. Ring nc.\t took the field ni nii i ■- 
depoiulont Reformer, and wiis elccteil to servo 
out Mr. (ireon'.s term. For luvliilo .Mr. 
King did very well indeed, but for 
some reason or other his zeal for the 
popular causa eooled off eonsiderably. 
■Whether it wns the prospect of an Acting 
Attorney Oenerahhip, a Chief .Tusticc- 
ship, or soma mure subalantial alhirenieut, wo 
are not prepared to aay; but he cooled down 
entirely when the public ro(iuir(>d his servicoa, 
more particularly iu reference to the Hudson 
Bay Oompany'a claim to the town-site, 
•when he might have' done good ser- 
vice to the country. But if Mr. Eing 
is guilty of sins of omission and commission 
to the country and his constituent?., lu: did 
do his July in opposinj; the repoiil of the 
Grand Jury and llio reduction of llic nunibi;r 
in Petty Juries, lie was however Ire.-sh in 
the harness tuou. There have been many 
things since that he might have rectified or 
tried to do so ; but having let them pass 
without notice, we regret to say that we can- 
not in justice to tho public say that ha wa.^ 
all a member ought to be.

His sympathies 
are liberal ami piogrossive, and if elected 
he would vole right. From all we can learn 
be will pall a lair .vote in Nanaimo, and in 
all probability give Mr. Ring a very close 
contest. 

The ne.xt candidate to represent Xanaimo 
8 Mr. J. DegiT, of Balmoral, Salt Spring 
Island. We are informed that his chances 
of election in Nanaimo are not very prom- 
ising. 

We have heard it intimated, but we do not 
vouch for the truth of tho rumor, that Mr. 
Charles W. Walla«e, of the large mercantile 
flrin of Dickson, Campbell & Co. of thi.s city, 
is likely to offer himself to the electors ol' 
Nanairnoas ii candidate. Ila is a gentleman 
who is well qualified to represent the interests 
of Nanaitno, as there is no one bettor ac- 
quainted with them. If he should come for- 
ward and be retarned, we believe the elec- 
tors would have no. cause to regret their 
choice. Nanaimo is a port of too much 
commercial importance to entrust its repre- 
aenthtion to any one but a practical business 
man, 



consent. Kvery attemp', in fact was made 
by tho Ministry to fhow the Chamber thot 
they were rrere jiuppc^ts — that the whole 
power was in tho hands of tlia lving,aDd thnt 
he was ileleriniiK J to ii.-e it. This was cer- 
tainly playing a very dangerous game, but the 
worst was yet to come. Daring a dofa«te ia 
tho Chamber of Depniies about the middle of 
May last, the Miuisier of War interrupted 
the speech of ono uf the nieuibera and was 
called to orilor by tho I'resiJent, who answers 
to our Speaker. The minister refused io lis- 
ten to him, insisting upon tho right of the 
Ministry to speak whenever thoy pleased, 
without being subject lo the decision of the 
chair. To this unwarrantable and unpreofl- 
dented course 'of conduct,' the Prcsiderif, after 
in vain endeavoring to make himself heard, 
roplied by leaving the chair. Tho iMitiistry 
then resolved not to go near tho House 
again until aniciuls were made, and the 
right they claimed was recogni/.ed. The King 
sent a message to the Deputies, expressing 
his determination to abide by tho Ministry} 
The House replied by setting; forth the whola 
of their yricvanees, the unconstitutional conj 
duet of the Minister, and the absolute neccs» 
sity for a change both of men and system. 
The King's reply to this say.s timt the Ho'jse 
by their nddress had taken away all com- 
munity of action ; that they had by their 
(.lobalos on foreiirn questions paralyzed 
the action of the Government ; that tho 
King will maintain the power of tho 
Crown nniiimiiiishe l, and will not allow tho 
foundation upon which it rests to be removed 
.\nd the sanm afternoon the House was dis- 
solved, tho government reserving to itself the 
determination of the manner in which the 
unsettled financial measures of the catmity 
shall ba brought to a conclusion. Thus 
matters now staiul. Tlie King has over-rid- 
den the Consliluiion. Ho is in some measure 
sustained by thu nubility. He has a power- 
ful army cuuinuinded by the nobility ; but ho 
as all tin: re=t of thu country against him, and 
not only that, but every other constitu- 
tional country in Europe. It would not take 
much to fan the present agitation into a re- 
volution, whicli wonld drive the present despot 
from tlie thiono which lie has forfeited by 
liis tyranny ami stupidity.

THE PRUSSIANS AND 
KING. 



THEIR 



Our last telegraphic news makes the "lead- 
ing journal" speak despondingly as to ,the 
chances of a continuance of peace in Europe. 
The unsettled and uneasy feeling which pre- 
ceded the Crimean war has again taken pos- 
session of the public mind of tho loading 
writers of the ojd continent. Tlie American 
question, which has so long agitated them, 
has been suceeded -by one scarcely less im- 
portant, because more immediately, felt. 
Poland has become the sore spot of Europe. 
The physicians are trying to cure it. 'Will 
this cure bo effected without resorting to a 
war"! If a war arises, who will be engaged, 
and how will it result'/ All those questions 
are agitating men's minds in tho Old World. 
In the midst ol all this diplomalic turmoil, 
however, a new source of disquietude arises 
or, to speak more correctly, an old one cul' 
ininates, Prussia now divides with Poland 
and America the attention of 'the great powers 
which are so often engaged in regulating the 
European map. The present troubles in that 
kingdom aro not now. They have been going 
on for some time. They would have been 
perhaps finished for good or ovil long ero this 
had they occurred in oiiother country — in, 
Prance for example. The Prussians arc 
however a patient people. They have suL- 
mitted to injustice at the hands of their king, 
hoping, no doubt, that ho would see the error 
of his ways and comport himself towards his 
people as a constitutional monarch should Jo, 
15ut in vain. \Vc need not wonder therefore 
should we hear them o.\claim before long that 
further submission would bo criminal, and 
that the history of Charles I, of Englond can 
be repeated in Prussia. Things have gone 
so far that one need not be surprised at any 
day to hear of an outbreak. 

The King lust fall dismissed the House of 
Deputies without their having voteil tho 
Budget. That, however, did not incommode llio 
monarch in tho least. IIo collected tho taxes 
and expended them at his own risk, trust 
ing to being indemnified by the next C'ham- 
■ ber of Deputica. That .body, , however, in- 
stead of being selected as ho thoni;ht they 
would be, from among those who would bo 
disposed to gloss over his unconstitutional 
nets, wore ol tho very contrary stamp. From 
tho tnnment of their assendjling at the be- 
ginning of this year, they did not fail to show 
that they at least were not the men to barter 
tho libeities of those whom they represented. 
They refused to acqaiesqe jn the act of the 
monarch and his ministers levying the budget 
without the authority of tho popular House. 
Thoy asked lor the dismissal ol the men who 
had advited tho king to throw aside tho Con- 
stitution. Tliid was rehised. Xot only this, 
but no steps vvcro left untaken to bring the 
Lower House into contempt. The mini.sters 
. ' would answer only what they choose, and dip. 
claimed all responsibility to the epuntry for 
their action. Foreign alliances were entered 
into likely to lead the country into war. 
Prussia was by compact with Russia, made 
the policeman ol the latter, to arrest tho 
fuijitivc I'olesand deliver them to the lender 
mercies ol their opppressors. Even this ar- 
rangement was not known to tho Prussian 
people or their represonlativfls until pro- 
claimed to the world by Earl Russol. "When 
the mutter was spoken of in the Chamber of 
Deputies, tho King's minister, Von liistnark 
told thera plainly that his master would 
make war when ho pleased, and without their

l)ral(e replied that in the notes oti cases

Mr. I'lSinbor- 
ton liold that the case ciimc within liis juris- 
diction. 'I'ho plainliiV and defemUuit and 
another witness were then examined, from 
whose testimony it appeared that the plainiifl 
had been sent away from defumliinri em- 
ploy on account of intempornnco. iMr. .Me- 
Ken^sie stated thlit his object in resisting the 
claim was not so much on account of the 
money due, na he would pay the nniouct 
into court for the hcnefil of the hospital, but 
he wished to expcso the nuisance which the 
public houses in the neighborhood occasioned

Tiie following letter, addressed by a Cana- 
dian in Cariboo to a friend in ihis city, may 
be received as one version of the state of 
alfaira on Williams Creek, as they present 
themselves f' r.uuibers who have arrived 
there rccontly seeking their fortunes:

^,;,^|. ,1 : — I'lungs in general on the 

creek look very dull, u.xcopl !or the vr ry few 
who havo good claims. There aru over 5,000 
miners un the creek, and not uhtu thaii thirty 
claims arc taking out gold enough to pay ex- 
penses, acd only about six are talcing 
out enongh to havo something left after pay- 
ing expenses. 

This whole orceK from McCulIuin's Culch 
to Willow Creek, a diitance of about lU 
miles, over which I havo traveled, is all 
taken tip, and of course being prospected. If 
this creek does not give a good account of 
itself by the fall, Cariboo will bo considered a 
failure, for Williams Creek tests Cariboo. 

The weather has been a great deal finer 
here lately than ever 1 eipeclcil to find it.
